Millard Whitccl, a Jersey 
farmer 


and lumberman, tapped Hauplmau on 
the shoulder in court Tuesday and 
idcnlificd him as Ihe "stranger" he 
saw on Iwo occasions near the IIopc- 
vcll home of Colonel Lindbergh in 
the two weeks before the baby was 
abducted and slain.

mand for the extradition. 


Defense Attorney James M. Fawcetl

The Board of Public Affairs Tuesday 


.night filed a report with the city 
council recommending that wood be 
burned in the city-owned water and 
light plant instead of gas, provided 
that the total cost shall not exceed 
$25,000 per year. 


No action, however, was taken on 


the proposal, due to the absence of 
George Sandefur manager of the plant, 
who was unable to be present because 
of illness. 


The report filed by Lloyd Spencer, 


C. C. Spragins, H. C. Stuarl and M. 
M. Smylh, showed that the cost of 
•wood delivered to the boiler room 
would run approximately $19,050 per 
year, with an additional cost of 55,950 
to maintain one gas boiler, bringing, 
the total cost to $25,000 per year. 


The report also showed thai the 


cost of gas used from October 1, 1933 
to October 1 of this year was $24,529, 
or1 J471 cheaper than the wood pro- 
posal. 
The Board of Public Affairs recom- 


mended the change "on account of the 
benefits thai will accrue lo the com- 
munity on account of using wood m 
place of gas," the report said.

Accused of §6,000 Theft 


At the time Robinson pleaded in- 


sanity ho was charged with the theft 
of approximately §6,000 of jewelry and 
other valuables from 
two 
homes, 


which he was alleged to have enter- 
ed by displaying a badge and posing 
as a deputy sheriff. He had two fake 
search warrants. The Institutions De- 
partment records quote Robinson as 
saying he learned how to make out 
warrants at law school. 


The Central hospital records state 


that Robinson had "superman" feel- 
ings, had a good memory and made a 
good showing on all mental tests. 


He dropped from his colege frater- 


nity, it was set out, "h/ucausc he 
thought the boys were not square with 
him—wouldn't pay their debts aud 
they were dumbbells." He quit his 
Sundav school on account of his pas- 
tor, the records continued. 


Although formerly a regular church 


goer, the records said that he had 
"lost interest and quit going, and says 
if he should die suddenly he believed 
he would go to hell."
